Position at Port Arthur 

НЕ Telegraph's correspondent at Chifu 
reports that the Japanese have succeeded 
in mounting. big guns at the fort of 
203 Mètre Hill. ‘They have also suc- 
ceeded in making secure the occupation of 
Aknsnkayama Hill, three hundred yards 
south of 203 Mètre Hili. In the fight for 203 
Mètre Hill the Japanese suffered severely ; never- 
theless, with the aid of a high-angle bombardment 
from gun-bonts in Pigeon Bay and heavy rein- 
forcements of reserves, they ultimately suc- 
ceeded in gaining the fort. On the 2nd 
and rd inst., states a Standard telegram from 
Tokio, the Russians are reported to have made 
repented desperate attempts to retake the hill, 
but it is believed the Japanese occupation, is so 

firmly established as tc defy any assault, 


Constant Skirmishes at the Sha-Ho. 

A Tokio telegram to the Standard says that 
constant but unimportant skirmishes are re- 
ported from. the Sha-ho, where the. Russians are 
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the Russian Naval Division under the com- 
mand of Admiral Fólkersahm, anchoréd outside 
the roadstead at the French port of Jibutil. An 
Odessa telegram to the Standard gives the report 
that the Russian Admiralty is becoming very 
anxious regarding the uncertain designs of the 
Japanese Admirals. "The Admiralty Staff at St. 
Petersburg is said to be in possession of intelli- 
gence pointing to au intention ou Admiral Togo's 
part to engage the Baltic Fleet before it reaches 
the Yellow Sea, and indicating that Admiral 
Uriu, with а flying squadron of fast cruisers and 
destroyers, has been commissioned to harass, 
cut off, and sink the conl-transports.  Tele- 
grams from St. Petersburg attach little import- 
ance to the newspaper reports there concerning 
the Black Sea Fleet, and state that Admiral 
Wirenius declares that, so far as he knows, the 
idea of Russia making representations to the 
Powers in order to secure the opening of the 
Dardanelles to her Black Sea Fleet bas never 
been entertained. A Constantinople telegram 
to the Standard points out the fact, to which 
attention has already been called, that the 
Black Sea Fleet, by reason of its low speed and 
insignificant coal capacity, would be little fitted 
for service in the Far East. A St. Petersburg 
telegram to the Standard asserts that Mr. C. R.

it appears from a St. Petersburg telegram to the 

Petit Parisien, came through a Chinaman, who 
had recruited into a Cossack regiment 
Russia's Naval Plans. 

It is reported that on Saturday six war-ships, 

seven torpedo-boats, and nine transports, forming 


United States Government, was at Moscow on 
Tuesday, and ‘started on Wednesday for Con- 
stantinople. It is reported. that he brought 
with him a letter of credit on Rothschilds for а 
sum of about £7,000,000. It is said that this

The Tokio correspondent of the 
Times says that the attitude of France toward 
the Baltic Fleet attracts special attention there, 
it being contended that if she continues her 
present loose interpretation of the duties of a 
neutral Power the Russian ships will find con- 
venient bases at Saigon and Kwang-chn. The 
Japanese Government is believed, states а Токо 
telegram to the Standard, to have addressed a 
protest to Germany and Portugal against the use 
of their colonial ports by vessels of the Russian 
Fleet for coaling purposes.

Limited. When the case was resumed on Monday, Mr. 
Stepheu Cottrell gave technical evidence as to the con- 
version of the Blackpool Electric Tramways (South) 
Company. and other witnesses were called to show that on 
Oct. 3, 1903, the company's balance was under £16, Mr. 
John Baker, chartered accountant, stated that he prepared 
а profit-AmM-loss account of the Construction Company. 
Theamount payable to Mr. Lawson “ог special services 
rendered," was £64,170, From the balance-sheet it 
appeared that #32,775 of that sum was owing to Mr. 
Lawson. Afterseveral police officers had described their 
“finds” of documents on and after. Mr. Hooley’s arrest. 
Mr. Е. Davey, of the Official Receiver's department, traced 
the history of the Construction Company. Не st:ted that, 
so far us he could discover from the books, no dividend. was

Pruning : Its Use and Abuse. 


Cutting away the top of the tree in order to balance the 
loss sustained by robt-removal is all rubbish, and is à cus- 
tom based upon theory only, says a writer in the Market 
Gardener, e tree that is planted and is left intact will 
in spring open out the buds that wre the most easily 
opened nt any time—namely, those that are found at the 
extremities of the twigs and branches. 1f, on the other 
hand, the tree has been pruned, then the véry dormant and 
small buds situated at the ከ886 of the twigs and shoots 
will have to be pushed into grosth. This will require 
greater effort on the part of the tree, and there not 
being root enough the growth will, in the majority of 
cases, start late and weak, and remain so all the season ; 
and, in consequence, the trees will make little progress 
below grouad. Iu the case of the tree that is left unpruned, 
the buds at the points, starting easily, develop leaves, and no 
sooner are leaves developed than there is a call to the roots ; 
and if the tree were lifted early in the season, and the 
wounded roots hive healed, then at once, in answer to the 
demand of the lehves on the terminals above, new root 
fibres are formed, and leaf development above ground 
is helped: forward. The more it is helped the more it 
demands, and the result is that when autumn winds and early 
frosts clear off the foliage the labóur remains, or rather 
the result of it, in a fine, healthy root system below ground. 
Now the pruner comes along, a man of nerve and «bility, 
and cuts deep down to dormant buds that, owing to 
removal and non-pruniog the first season, had their 
animation suspended for a year. The pruner now ents 
back to these in a surgeon-like manner. The result in the 
next wing season is that the abundant root causes an 
abundant growth, and the future of the trees is assured, 
provided, of course, common-sense rules in the after-treat- 
ment. So we say, Don't peers your trees the first season, 
but prune hard the second,
